The speaker made an eloquent plea 
for the spirit of true Americanism 
among members of

orders. 
He said that in the question 
of the elimination of bossism in poli­ 
tics and the control and regulation 
of trusts the fraternal orders of the 
country ami people at large have as 
great an objection to strike for as did 
the abolitionists in the day s of slavery . 
Rev. Russell brought his hearers to 
a clear understanding 
of what the 
word fraternalism means. 
He gave a 
short history of the word, its origin 
and the development of that for which 
it stands. * He declared that Christ 
himself set the first example of fra­ 
ternalism during his ministry upon 
earth. 
He said fraternalism was de­ 
veloped in the home that, in 
had its basis there, and that it stauds 
for true brotherhood, out of which 
grows love for the dependent and re­ 
spect for the dead. 
The annual custom of decorating the 
graves with flowers, he said, was con­ 
sequently a natural result. 
This cus­ 
tom is in vogue throoughout all the 
nations and the speaker gave the man­ 
ner in which the dead now and have 
been remembered in the past. 
The 
Egy ptians were perhaps the most de­ 
vout in their remembrance of the dead. 
They erected py ramhts in honor of 
the kings at their bidding before their 
death 
These 
py ramids, 
together 
with many of their superb monuments 
are still standing. 
The Romans and 
Athenians too were great builders of 
monuments and were great people to 
decorate the tombs and graves of the 
dead with flowers" whose silent

fragrant, voicejspoke louder than words

The subject of tuberculosis received 
practically the entire attention of the 
city and town health officers in con­ 
vention Friday . 
During the morn­ 
ing session Dr. W. T. 8 . Dodds of this 
city , read a paper on “ Early Diag­ 
nosis of Tuberculosis. ” 
He strongly 
advised early and thorough examina 
tion of cases suspected of being tuber­ 
culosis. 
Phy sicians should not wait 
until baccilli appear in the sputum, 
he said, as at that stage the disease 
may be far advanced. 
Dr. J oseph McFarland, of Philadel­ 
phia, in a lecture on “ Prevention of 
Tuberculosis,” pointed out that there 
are dangeis of the transmission of the 
disease 
in 
'promiscuous 
kissing. 
“ Promiscuous kissing is dangerous,” 
he said. “ So is promiscuous spitting. ” 
He was glad, he said, that many In­ 
diana cities have ordinances against 
spitting on 
sidewalks, but govern­ 
mental action should be carried still 
fartlier. 
He made no reference to laws 
against promiscuous kissiug.

The highest temperature last 
month was 8 5, on the 11 Hi; the lowest 
was 41, on the 1st; the greatest daily 
grange was thirty three degrees, on the 
10th, and the least daily range was 
eight degrees, on the 25th. 
The mean atmospheric preasure dur­ 
ing tlie month was 29 .9 6; the highest 
wa 1 30.28 , on the Island the lowest 
was 29 .63, on the 17th. 
The prevail­ 
ing dirction of the wind last month 
was sonth ; the average hourly veloci­ 
ty was 11.1 miles and the maximum 
velocity was 48 , from the south, on 
the 30th. 
During the month there 
were six clear day s, eleven 
partly 
cloudy day s and fourteen cloudy « lay s. 
There were thunderstorms on May 
4, 8 , 10, 1!, 14, 15, 29 , and 30th.

Hatching alligators is the latest use 
was | to which incubators have been put. 
Beginning with chickens, ducks, geese 
and turkey s, the use of incubators 
was extended to ostriches and babies, 
and now a manager of an alligator 
farm in Kansas has adopted the use of 
incubators there. 
An alligator is in its propagating 
habits between a fish and a hen. 
It 
swims in the water like a fish ami 
lay s eggs, but instead of lay ing them 
in the water it goes out of the water 
and makes a nest like a hen 
In the 
nest it lay s twenty -five or thirty eggs 
and then trusts to the waruTweather 
to hatch them out. 
The period of the 
incubator of alligator eggs is not ac­ 
curately known, but it approximates 
five weeks, or a fornight longer than 
chicken eggs, or a week longer than 
duck eggs.

Both Sides in Chicago Strike Remain 
Stubborn. 
Chicago, June 5.—An adjustment of 
the teamsters’ strike by mediation 
seems as remote today as it did two 
months ago. 
Peace negotiations be­ 
gun 
last week which promised to 
bring about an amicable adjustment 
of the difficulty, have been abandoned 
for the present at least, and the strike 
will be allowed to take Its natural 
course, according to President Shea 
of the te« msters’ organization.

and

propaganda. 
This ukase, which entrusts dicta­ 
torial powers to the head of the im­ 
perial police to control the agitation 
now almost peremptorily demanding a 
constitution, 
representative 
govern­ 
ment. and the surrender of the vital 
principles of the autocracy, and to pet 
down the disorders with which the rev­ 
olutionaries are threatening the coun­ 
try. makes him responsible to the em­ 
peror.
